“Tathe fire that confumes the hovfe and the barns of his landlord 
and morg opulent neighbours! that brutal violation awaits the 
_ Wile of his bofom, and that even his innocent infans may perifh 
by'the fword or in the flames!—If it is poflible to conceive any 
man fo felfith, fo inhuman as. to ‘overlook thefe confiderations, 
Jet him recolleét his‘own perfonal fhare of the danger; let him 
temember, that in every country which’has fubmitted to~ the 
‘wms of France, the inhabitants, without diftin@ion, have been 
drayged by tyrannical requifition into the rarks of che invading 
army ; and that their lives, as well as liberty, are held at the 
Will of their unfeeling conquerors, 

Whether the exertions.of .a nation até to be proportioned to 
the evils fhe has reafon to fear, or to the bleflings fhe muft wifh 
to preferve, this country may furely be expected, at the prefent 
crifis, to make chofe of the moft f{lrenous and determined fort.
